Edison 
Urges 
Establish­

ment Warehouses 


MAY STORE PRODUCTS 


Would Give Tillers Almost 
Monopolistic Control 
Over Prices 


W ashington, May 19.— Thom as A. 
Edison, the w orld’s electrical gen­ 
ius, appeared before a secret night 
session of th e senatorial ag ric u ltu r­ 
al inquiry com mittee and 
recom­ 
mended establishm ent 
by congress 
of a titanic governm ent warehouse 
system for solving the nation-wide 
agricultural 
depression, 
it 
was 
learned by the International 
New* 
Service today. 
The plan which 
Edison 
urged 
congress to adopt would give A m er­ 
ican farm ers an alm ost m onopolis­ 
tic control over the price of their 
products through operation 
of 
a 
‘‘full y ea r” storage provision. 
Edison urged passage of th e pro­ 
posed legislation “as soon as ‘possi­ 
ble” in order to give the farm ers 
relief before the next crop is reaped. 
The w onder m an of the century 
made a rush visit Ut the national 
capital last night and appeared be­ 
fore th e com m ittee for two hours in 
executive 
session. Edison came to 
W ashington ‘‘as 
a 
favor 
to 
the 
com m ittee,” his secretary inform ed 
the International News Service. 
The 
w arehouse 
system, 
which 
Edison recom m ended appealed tre­ 
m endously 
to th e senators. He was 
frequently interrupted during 
the 
session by his 
deeply 
interested 
auditors- for additional details. 
Edison proposed th a t *he w are­ 
houses would be used as the basis 
of farm credits under w hich farm ­ 
ers "could get a fair retu rn on their 
products.” He specifically urged that 
the farm ers be given permission bv 
the governm ent to store their prod­ 
ucts for a full year ‘‘if necessary” 
in order to secure a fair retu rn . 
This suggestion, senators believe, 
would give the 
farm ers 
practical 
price-fixing power on 
their 
own 
products, inasm uch as they 
could 
wait for a favorable m arket to sell. 
Edison discussed at great length po- 
tential legislation to put his plan 
into effect. 
The com m ittee m em bers explain­ 
ed th e fam ous inventor th a t 
there 
were seven bills 
pending 
before 
them, some of which w ere modelled 
along th e lines laid down in his sug­ 
gestions. One m easure, 
sponsored 
by Senator capper, Republican, of 
Kansas, contained the 
farm house 
provision, h u t did not extend th e full 
y ear” storage privilege- Edison was 
inform ed his suggestion would be 
taken 
under serious consideration 
in the fram ing of future legislation. 
Although stressing the w arehouse 
credit system a s th e m ost advan­ 
tageous Edison offered 
two other 
m eans of relieving agricultural de­ 
pression. He approved direct finan­ 
cial ald by the governm ent to the 
farm ers and also suggested the es­ 
tablishm ent 
of 
livestock 
credits 
through federal reserve hanks. Both 
of these m easures would he in ad­ 
dition to th e w arehouse credit plan. 
Under the latter plan, Edison ex­ 
plained, th e farm er would be offer­ 
ed governm ent storage for his cot­ 
ton and grain crops. The govern­ 
m ent would then issue certificates 
of credit against, the crops stored 
in its warehouses. Arm ed with these 
certificates the

his ability to borrow at. any

Two most significant and closely related incidents have occur­ 
red in current politics: both the Democratic and the Republican 
state conventions of Maine have resolved to ask the people through 
a referendum whether they wish to repeal the direct primary 
law; and the Democratic candidates for Senator, four Representa­ 
tives in Congress, Governor and Auditor are shown to have been 
selected a month or two before the primaries at which the voters 
are supposed to choose them. 
The two incidents show that in one part of the country at 
least there is a general conviction that the great reform is a fail­ 
ure, and they illustrate the failure by concrete examples. 
Th wonder is that anyone who was capable of thinking at all 
should ever have supposed that the direct primary would do away 
with the evils of the system that it replaced. Bosses control cau­ 
cuses, then away with the caucus! 
But the caucus was 
not 
abolished. What was abolished was the convention that followed 
the caucus and that sometimes, though not always, corrected the 
mistakes of the caucus. Precisely the same voters had the right 
to take part in a caucus who now go to the polls in a primary. 
If the bosses outgeneraled them in the one, the bosses can de-1 
feat them in the other. All that was changed was the name of 
the process. It is loose thinking for a man who is voting in a 
primary to suppose that he is not voting in a caucus. 
The convention that we gave up was a possible corrector. At 
present, if there are several candidates for an office in a district 
or a state, the chances are that the nominee will have only a 
minority of the votes in the primary. If the district contains a 
city or a town that has a larger voting population than the sur- j 
rounding country, and if that city presents a local candidate, he 
is almost sure of the nomination, whatever his comparative merits. 
In the convention that used to follow the local caucuses he would 
not have been nominated until he had obtained a clear majority 
of the delegates. In some instances he would not have survived 
the first ballot. 
Conventions sometimes took hundreds of bal­ 
lots before they made a nomination. 
There are plenty of other arguments against the direct 
primary— Xh r X a man whose name begins with A stands a better 
chance of getting votes than one whose name stands farther down 
the alphabetical list; that a man who will spend money to adver­ 
tise himself can easily beat one who relies only upon his reputa­ 
tion with his neighbors; that in some states a man may vote in 
the primary of the party opposed to him and can thus help that 
party to make a ruinous nomination. The list of objections is a 
long one. It was to destroy the power of the bosses that the re­ 
form was undertaken, and today it is the bosses who mosjt vig­ 
orously oppose repeal.
